Mrs. Halpin telegraphed to the Post-Dis- 
patch Tuesday that the little girl is with 
her at Greenville, III. 

Grace Halpin mysteriously disappeared 
on the morning of Sept. 27, while on her 
way from the home of her father at 6151 
Plymouth avenue to the Cabanne school. 
It was learned that she had been taken 
from a Suburban car by a heavily veiled 
woman. 

Mr. Halpin, who has been separated: from 
his wife six years, had been given pos- 
session of the child by the courts, and she 
had been guarded constantly by her aunt, 
Mrs. Bowser, who also lived in the 
Plymouth avenue house. All feared her 
mother would make an effort to get pos- 
session of her. 

Mr. Halpin started in pursuit of his wife 
when his child disappeared, believing that, 


if he found her, he would find his daughter. 
Mrs. Bowser said Wednesday morning 
that Mr. Halpin was in Greenville, Ill., also 
and had been there more than a week, 
having traced his wife there. 

She said Mr. Halpin was endeavoring to 
get possession of the little girl, and would, 
in a few days, bring suit in the courts 
tmere to recover her. 

Mrs Halpin is making as strong an effort 
on her part to retain the child, meantime 
peerene it with her, and may make a 
legal fight to prevent Mr. Halpin from 
taking Grace from her.

In July, 1897, they were married in Ralti- 
more, whither Minnie Franks had trav- 
eled for her mother’s blessing. A _ short 
honeymoon at Old Point Comfort followcd, 


and later they returned to Baltimore, 
where they first made their home. From 
there they moved to Philadelphia, and back 
to Baltimore 10 months later, where Baby 
Gwendolin was born. 

During this courtship and marriage of 
Minnie Franks Mabel Fenton still re- 
mained her warmest friend, and daily pro- 
fessed her loyalty and love towar her 
chum and offspring. 

But meanwhile Miss Fenton herself had 
become engaged. Her flance was the 
nephew of Mrs. Sally Heisler, with whom 
she: boarded. He was idle, but had a little 
money saved. He was not strong, and 
was a pet of his aunt, who had promised 
to leave him her small wealth. The fol- 
lowing winter young Heisler died, but Ma- 
bel Fenton shed no tears. 

Minnie Franks had returned to her un- 
cle’s home in Haddonfield, and Miss Fen- 
ton and she were again the old cronies of 
yore. The little child Gwendolin became 
the admired of man eyes, and Mabel 
Fenton professed fondness for the child. 
Daily. she called on her friend, and daily 
did Howard Haines in the evening walk 
home with hér. Her trips to the Doughty 
home, where they were stopping, besmme 
more and more numerous, upon each oc- 
casion Minnie Franks’ husband escorting 
her home. 

Friends told Mrs. Haines that possibly 
Mabel Fenton was exercising an undue in- 
fluence over her husband, for he was seen 
with her on lonely roads at late hours in 
close conversation with her. To all such 
rumors the wife turned a deaf ear, and stifil 
remained true to her schoolgirl] friend. 

Finally Mabel Fenton's visits to the 
Doughty house became less frequent and 
her manner was strained.

Scene at Young 
Wife’s Death. 

On the morning of April 21, 1899, Mrs. 
Howard Haines, No. 1, was dying. Her 
husband was again in the West, but in 
respo1se to a message to him at Hot 
Springs he hurried home. An hour before 
he came Mabel Fenton left the bedside. 

The story of the death bed scene, about 
which sO many rumors have been afloat, 
is best told in the language of an eye- 
witness. 

“Tt have business of an important nature 
to transact with her,"’ Minnie said. ‘Tell 
her I am dying and she must come.” For 
two hours the girls were alone upstairs. 
When Mabel Fenton came down she was 
pale, but forced a smile, said 
nice day, and left. 
went to her niece's room she found her 
crying and in hysterics. 

“Never let her come up a in. Never! 
Never let her!’ she cried. “T'll tell you all 
about it, auntie, when I’m a little strong- 
er. I'm going to die, and you must know 
everything.” 

She grew weaker and weaker day by 
day and never told her aunt. Two days 
later she died. Howard Haines had ar- 
rived and persistentivy hung over her, but 
she would have none of him.

Howard Haines killed his wife; that Mabel 
Fenton told her something which wounded 
her so deeply that her death« was hurried 
as a result; that poison was administered 
Ly some one alone in the bed room, etc. 

Gwendolin remained at the home of the 
Doughtys. Mahel- Fenton called frequent- 
ly and took the baby out for an alring, 
and petted her-continually. 


Takes the Place 
of Her Friend. 

To the great surprise of the whole com- 
munity, in six weeks’ time Mabel Fenton 
and Howard Haines were married, They 
took up their residence in Delanco, N. J., 
a town some 12 miles from Camden. Gwen- 
dolin, despite the objections of the ugh- 
tys, was allowed to accompany her father 
and stepmother. - - ' 

The new home of the little child was 
prettily furnished. It was part of a large 
double house overlookings the Rancocas 
creek. Theré was no evidence of money 
scarcity in the Haines household, 

Gwendolin died on March 31, 1901. She was 
at that time 2 years old. The’ physician 
who was called refused to grant a burial 
permit, owing to the bruised condition of 
the child’s body. A burial permit was final- 
ly obtained from Coroner Wells of Burling- 
ton, and the child was buried in Harleigh 
Cemetery, in Camden County. 

The Doughtys attended the funeral of 
Gwendolin. They had not: been suspicious 
before, but when they saw thé bod ‘ they 
became so, and on the complaint of William 
Doughty, Mrs. Haines was arrested and 
taken bfeore Justice of the Peace Ziegler 
of Riverside, who committed her to the 
Mount Holly jail. 

The body of the baby was exhumed on 
the same day, and the physicians, after an 
autopsy,. declared that the child had died 
as a result of external injuries. 


The Stepmother’s 
Terrible Brutality. 


At the preliminary hearing Nellie Rich- 
ards, the star witness for the state, swore 
that Mrs. Haines beat Gwendolin two or 
three times a day; that she kept the 
child’s head in a tub of water until she 
was purple; that she banged the child's 
head against floors, walls and doors until 
huge bumps rose on it and blood flowed 


from cuts. that she stood Gwendolin up 
with her hands tied until the child fell un- 
conscious; that after beating her she threw 
her into dark places until she fainted from 
fright; that the @hild was never given a 
bed, but slept in a blanket on the hard 
floor. 

The day of the child's death, at 8 o'clock 
in the evening, Mrs. Haines called on Dr. 
Weller and told him Gwendolin had a slight 
cold. He prescribed some homeopathic pel- 
lets In less than an hour Mrs. Haines re- 
turned and said Gwendolin had had a con- 
vulsion. Dr. Weiler hurried over to the 
house and found the child dead. 

His testimony disclosed the fact that the 
lip was cut through, the nose was flattened 
upon the face, the ear was torn almost off, 
and the head was a mass of cuts and 
brulses. 

Howard Haines attended the funeral, 
having hastened home from the West. 
After the funeral he disappeared again for 
a few days, finally appearing after his wife 
had been arrested. 

The chemical analysis of the stomach re- 
vealed the fact that seven and one-half 
— of arsenic had been given to the 
Cc 

Personally Mrs. Haines is an attractive 
woman. She is under the medium height, 
with a slim figure, with dark hair and eyes, 
Not once since she has been in prison has 
she been known to shed a tear. She reads 
and writes a great deal. 

The cell in which Mrs. Haines is located 
is furnished comfortably and has a bed, 
table and chairs. Here she attends to her 
children, one of whom was born a few 
weeks ago in the fail.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—At the bottom of 
East River, les the ‘big bark Criffel with 
her cargo, sent there by firemen who dar- 
ingly fought Names, though believing that 
she was a powder ship. 

This the firemen heard as the first man of 
them jumped from his engine at the pier 
and headed toward the blazing ship. 

Not one faltered. Led by their chiefs they 
plunged down the hatchways and from the 
holds came up with boxes and casks which 
they hurled overboard or piled on the 
wharf. So they labored until the _ ship, 
fMooded by fire engine and fire boats, san 
.o the river bed. 

The Criffel was to have sailed today or 
tomorrow for New Zealand. Shortly after 
7 o'clock a watchman saw smoke coming 
from the main hatch. 

Down the pier sped the watchman, firing 
three shots from his revolver, while one 
of the officers of the Criffel rang the ae 
bell. All boats within hearing knew this 
signal of shots and bell. It meant a ship 
alire. 

Out from the police station dashed the re- 
serves, to be joined a little later by those 
from the Church street precinct. 

Wharf loungers scurrying to safety. cried 
out to the police that the ship would blow 
up and this dread report met the firemen 
when they reached the pier. 

Chief Croker was there, as was Deputy

TWO MORE OF THE MEN DEAD 


Unconfirmed Reports Tell of Another 
Battle Monday at Big 
Springs, Tenn.

MIDDLESBORO, Ky., Oct) 9.—Two of 
the feud fighters wounded in the battle 
Sunday at Union Church, Big Springs, 
Tenn., have died, making a total of six 
dead as a result of the fight. These two 
are Ross Chadwell, who died yesterday 
morning and William Morgan, who died 
late last night. 

Reports from the feud district say tha* 
both sides are gathering and further 
trouble is expected.

Witness Describes the Com- 
modore’s Bearing in 
Battle 


WHILE FIRING AT COLON 


SEEMED TO BE ANXIOUS TO HAVE 
IT OVER. 


Today Rear Admiral Schley Quits the 
Sea, Retiring From the Active 
List at the Age of 
Sixty-Two. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Potts, who was on the witness 
stand in the Schley court this afternoon, 
when asked by Capt. Lemly to give his es- 
timate of the bearing of Commodore Schley 
on the day. of the bombardment of the 
Colon, May 31: “His manner was that of a 
man laboring un@er extreme mental ex- 
citement; of a man who had a disagreeable 
duty to perform and tried to get through 
with it as soon as he could.” 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Notwithstanding 
today marks an importaut turning point 
in the career of Rear Admiral Schley, be- 
ing the date of his transfer from the ac- 
tive to the retired list of the navy, he was 
in his accustomed seat within the railing 
of the Schley court of inquiry and gave his 
usual attention to the proceedings of the 
court. 

The retirement of Admiral Schley is in 
accordance with law, he having reached 
the age cf 62 years. It was generally re- 
marked that he did not look his age. 

The formal proceedings of the day began 
with the reintroduction of Lieut. M. L. 
Bristol, formerly watch officer on the Tex- 


as, as a witness. He was under cross-ex- 
amination when the court adjourned last 
night and Mr. Rayner continued his ques- 
tions tagey. 

Other witnesses on the list for the day 
included Lieutenant-Commander Senne 
M. Potts, who was navigator on the . 
sachusetts during the war with Spain; 
Lieut. A. W. Grant, who was also on the 
Massachusetts; Rear Admiral H. C. Tay- 
lor, who, as captain, commanded the battle- 
hip Indiana; Commander William UH. 
Sciivetse, who was navigator on the Iowa, 
and Lieut. Jonas H. Holden, who, as an 
officer on the Scorpion, made the log record 
of the communication of Commander South- 
erland to Commodore Schley concerning 
the condition off Santiago. It was not ex- 
pected that all these would be heard to- 
day. If not they will be called tomorrow. 

Mr. Rayner began his examination of 
Lieut. Bristol «with questions concerning 
the accuracy of the stadimeter for the 
measurement of distances at sea. He asked 
if he would rather trust. his own visual ob- 
servations for a 4000-yard range than the 
instrument. The witness stated that the 
stadimeter was more accurate for distances 
below 4000 yards than above that distance. 
At that distance he would make several ob- 
servations. for confirmation of visual ob- 
servation. ‘“‘The error,’” he said, “becomes 
greater the greater the distance.”’ 

“Could you give me,” asked Mr. Ray- 
ner, “a point from which it is entirely re- 
liable ?’’ 

“Yes,"’ was the reply, ‘‘at zero it is ab- 
solutely acctrate.”’ 

The witness considered the sextant 
much mere reliable in measuring the dis- 
tance between ships. 

He had, he said, taken several observa- 
tions with the stadimeter just before the 
Spanish fleet camé out of the harbor and 
had checked these with the sextant. He 
found the distance from the Moro to be 
5100 yards

Lieut. Bristol also was questioned by Mr. 
Rayner concerning the distance out of the 
blockading ships at Cienfuegos, but he .de- 
clined to change his estimate of yesterday 
that it was trom eight to ten miles distant 
from the harbor. 

Mr. Rayner said: “I will read you Com- 
modore Schley’s report as to the blockade 
off Santiago. He says: ‘A line of blockade 
was established about four miles off shore, 
and at night an inshore line was main- 
tained, consisting variously of the Scor- 
pion, Dupont and Castine, the last named 
vessel arriving on the 23d convoying the 
Merrimac.’ If you are right the commodore 
has stated what has not occurred when he 
says: ‘A line of blockade was established 
about four miles off shore at Cfenfuegos. 
That is not a correct statement of the com- 
modore’s, ig it?’’ 

“The statements I make are what I 
thought and what I believe to be right. I 
do not question other person’s words.’”’ 

‘‘Now, refresh your recollection with an 
official report. he statements you have 
made are that during the daytime the 
squadron lay off Clenfuegos from 4 to 6 to 
10 miles, and during the night from 8 to 10 
miles. Without questioning either Commo- 
dore or yourself, when I read his official 
report do you still stand on your statement 
of 6 to 10 miles?’ 

‘‘T have to stand by my statement.”’ 

Speaking of the weather during tne cruise 
of the flying squadron from Cienfuegos to 
Santiago the witness said there were fresh 
breezes, and that there was a moderate 
sea. A small boat could, he said, have been 
lowered at any time during the voyage. 

Mr. Rayner also interrogated Lieut. Bris- 
tol concerning his estimate, made soon after 
the arrival of the fleet off Santiago, that 
the Spanish shore batteries amounted to 
but little. He had said yesterday that the 
elevation of these batteries was from 150 
to 200 feet. Mr. Rayner produced a chart to 
show that the Morro battery was 220 feet 
above the water line and the Zocapa battery 
230 feet. 

“New, then,’ asked Mr. Rayner, ‘are 
you as positive about the distance you 

ave here as in other cases in which you 
Rave given distances?’ 

Capt. Lemly objected to the form of the 
question, saying that counsel was puttin 
language he had not used in the mouth o 
the witness.

Mr. Rayner asked the witness whether 
there had been any menace to any of 
the American ships on July 3 from. the 
shore batteries. Lieut. Bristol replied that 
there was denger to the Gloucester, because 
that vessel was not armored. He said that 
he did not consider the New York in 
danger. Mr. Rayner then read from a re- 
port by Secretary Long saying that on 
that day the New York had sustained the 
undivided fire of the shore batteries. ‘‘Do 
you still say in view of that statement 
that the shore batteries did not amount 
to anything?’ 

Dewey Wants 
No “Opinions.” 

“You asked my opinion,” the witness re- 
plied, “and I have given it to you.’ 

Admiral Dewey: We don’t want opinions, 

At the request of Mr. Rayner the witness 


made measurements from his chart to show 
the distance the Brooklyn .was from the 
Spanish ships during the fight off n- 
tiago. The reply was: . 

“The distance of the Oquendo from the 
Brooklyn taken from the chart just be- 
fore the turn is.4600 yards, the Maria Te- 
resa 3700 yards. Taken from the:chart 
when the Maria Teresa and Oquende were 
about to run ashore. which is practically 
the nearest point, the Oquendo was 
yards from the Brooklyn and the Maria 
Teresa 3000 yards.”’ 

Quoting Lieutenant-Commander Hodg- 
son's statement that the shortest range 
of the Brooklyn's guns in the battle was 
1400 yards and her greatest 2500 yards, and 
referring to the fact that a number of the 
Brooklyn's 56-inch shells had struck the 
one ships, Mr. Rayner asked a number 
of questions for the purpose of showing 
that if the distance was as great as the 
chart shows and the guns were set for 
the range given, it would have been im- 
possible for the shots to go to the mark.

Thinks Ships Were 

5000 Yards Apart. 

The judge advocate asked: “How far 
would have been the Brooklyn from the 
leading Spanish ships just emerging from 
the harbor of Santiago, provided she had 
immediately started ahead at 12 knots?’ 

The witness said: ‘‘At 12 knots speed she 
would go in five minutes 2000 yards, if she 
was going at that speed, but e was dead 
in the water, as I understand. Therefore 
I should say she would make about 1000 
yards the first five minutes. That would 
mean that she was close in to 6000 yards 
from the Morro. The ships when I first 
sighted them were at Cay Smith—lI believe 
that to the best of my, recollection to be 
1000 yards inside the orro. These ships 
came out of there at about 10 to 12 knots. 
At 12 knots they would go one-twelfth of 
one knot in five minutes. That is 2000 
yards, but they turned to the westward, so 
they did not fo me yards. But call it 2000 

ards, Then yards and 1000 subtracted 
rom 7000, plus 1000, makes which 
beats make them 5000 yards off at the first 
shot.,”’ ' 

The court then asked: ‘‘Do you know that 
any orders were signaled to the fleet by the 
Brooklyn during the battle of July 3?" 

“From my own personal observation, I 
do not know.”’ 

Taylor Tells of 
Brooklyn’s Loop. 

Lieut. Bristol was then excused and Rear 
Admiral Taylor was called. He stated that 
when the battle off Santiago on July 3 be- 
gan, the Indiana, of which he Was in com- 
mand, had occupied the easternmost post 
on the line of the blockade, having taken 
the place of the flagship New York when 
it left for Siboney.

INMATE MADE IT 


ASYLUM 


Speaker Says He Will Take the Com- 
bine on It if Gas Can Pro- 
pel It. 


Speaker Cronin of the House of Delegates 
has a battleship, the New St. Louis, which 
was presented to him Tuesday night by the 
designer and maker, George Miller, an in- 
mate of the City Insane Asylum. 

The battleship is about four feet long and 
nearly as high, and is an excellent model of 
a modern fighting vessel. 

The New St. Louis is complete in de- 
tail, from armored hull to fighting top. She 
has turrets and bomb-proofs, and is fur- 
nished with big guns made ftom gas pipes. 

She is bullt chiefly of tin. Miller spent 


many weeks fashioning her. The tinwork is 
neatly soldered, and the whole ship is paint- 
ed white, like a member of the white squad- 
ron. Wooden sailors, in the regulation 
dress, are stationed about the vessel. Two 
are standing on the fighting top. 

“That's Karbe and achritz,’’ explained 
the speaker, ‘‘as he proudly exhibited his 
present in his saloon Wednesday morning. 

‘T’'ve put ‘em in there to fight out the 
scrap they started last night just before 
the House met. I couldn't ot the straight 
of that fight, or fuss, or whatever it was, 
so I'll let ‘em fight aboard my battleship. 

“I'm going to put her in water and in- 
vite the members of the House of Delegates 
to go aboard and take a ride with me. 
Don't you think there’s room for 'em all?” 

It was suggested that the combined 
weight of the delegates, including the com- 
bine, might sink the ship, which looked 
hardivy seaworthy at best. 

“Pshaw.” said the speaker. ‘‘What floats 
a balloon? It's gas, ain’t it? Well, won't 
gas float a battleship, too?’’ 

The speaker said that there was nothing 
done at the House of Delegates meeting 
Tuesday night. 

“We just met. and went through routine 
business and adjourned,” he said. ‘‘They 
all wanted to see the Veiled Prophet.

MISSISSIPPI’S GREAT POVERTY. 


That Is the Inference Drawn From 
Meager Personal Tax Returns. 
JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 9.—The state audi- 
tor’s recapitulation of personal tax returns 
shows a queer condition. Either figures 
lie or Mississippi is a poverty-stricken 

State. 

According to the statistics there is only 
$92,851 worth of jewelry in Mississippi, and 
the assertion may be safely ventured that 
there are at least four towns in the state 
where the value of diamonds alone owned 
by individuals will be in excess of this 


sum. This figure does not include watches, 
which are reported to number 29,066 and 
valued at $423,254, an average of $14 for 
each timepiece, and also an average of 
about one watch for each fifty of popula- 
tion.

The decision of the state department, said to be suggested by 
President Roosevelt, that the Stone ransom be paid to the Bul- 
garian government and not directly to the brigands is wise and 
statesmanilike.

HODGSON’S BATTLE STORY. 

Admiral Dewey finds compensation in his service in the Schley 
court of inquiry. He is enjoying a reproduction of the battle 
of Santiago. The news dispatches say the admiral was thrilled 
by Commander Hodgson’s story of the Brooklyn’s wonderful fight 
with Cervera’s ships. He flushed and paled and sternly rebuked 
the lawyers ‘for interrupting the tale of war. 

But it is not necessary to be an old seadog like Dewey to feel 
a sympathetic thrill over Hodgson’s recital. It was a stirring tale 
and the gratitude of the country is due the commander for a 
new light on ths great naval victory. The narration of the per- 
sonal experiences of the men in the fight beats all the formal’ 
reports and charis in the way of information with regard to the: 
incidents of the fight and the parts played by the ships and 
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It is possible to understand the Brookyn’s maneuvering and 
the part she played in the battle after reading Hodgson’s testi- 
mony. No chart tells the story of close quarters after the first 
rush for the enemy so well as Hodgson’s remark that it looked 
as if the Brooklyn would get into a mixup with the Spanish ships, 
or Schley’s warning to Capt. Cook: “Look out, Cook, they'll 
ram you.’’ 

We learn from Hodgson that during the famous loop, by which 
the Brooklyn escaped ramming or a mixup with the Spanish 
ships which would probably have resulted in her destruction and 
the eseape of several of the enemy, the flagship was never out 
of the fight, but brought the guns of every quarter into action. 
After the loop nothing could bé more significant of the Brook- 
lyn’s position and part in the battle than Hodgson’s remark to 
Capt. Cook, after looking around and seeing three Spanish ships 
pursued by the Brooklyn alone, ‘‘We are pretty lonely out here, 
they depend on us to knock them out,” or Capt. Cook’s remark 
when he saw the Oregon coming up at full speed, “God bless 
the Oregon.” Then he told vividly how the Oquendo and the 
Viscaya were knocked out and the stern chase of the Colon cul- 
minating in her surrender to the Brooklyn. 

It is to be regretted that the inquiry had to be held, but there 
is some reward for its labora in the personal narrations of the 
participants in the fight. After reading the details of the victory 
it is not likely that the American people will hear with patience 
any more innuendoes against the honor and courage of the men 
who did their duty on that eventful third of July. 
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Mr. McKinley said at Buffalo: “Our capacity to produce has 
developed so enormously and our,.products have so multiplied that 
the problem of more markets requires our urgent and immediate 
attention.””’ Mr. Roosevelt said at Minneapolis: ‘‘We must re- 
member in dealing with other nations that benefits must be given 
when benefits are sought.”” Now, what will Congress do? 
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The Ameer of Afghanistan has made the mistake of dying be- 
fore the close of the South African war, and British forces may 
be greatly meeded there shortly, because chaos is threatened 
and both Great Britain and Russia desire to annex and assimilate 
the Afghans. It may not be long before the heehaw of the Mis- 
souri mule is heard in inland Asia. 
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With a heavy roller Farmer Campbell of Kansas rolls his wheat 
field after the wheat is sown, and then he rolls it again and 
again after the plant is up. Then he turns in his cattle until 
winter sets in and in the spring he puts on the roller again and 
keeps it moving until the plant is nearly ready to joint.

gomery May Be Found. 


SHOT DOWN IN HIS PARLOR

The Dogs Followed to a Livery Stable 
at Arkansas City—Suspicion of 
Officers Rests on Ranchmen 
Who Disliked Dead Man. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. - : 
WINFIELD, Kan., Oct. 9.—George ©. 
Montgomery, secret service man for the 


Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway, 
was shot dead while seated in his own sit- 
ting room writing Saturday night. The 
story was briefly told in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. His assassin is not known, but 
suspicion points to men on the "101" ranch, 
50 miles south of here. The ranch is owned 
by the Millers, * 

Montgomery had returned Saturday after- 
moon from Wichita, where a street fair 
was in progress. He had been on duty 
there helping the police. Because of his 
wide knowledge of the criminal classes of 


Southern Kansas and Oklahoma his services 
were considered valuable. After supper he 
went into the sitting room, which is on the 
east side of the house fronting the street. 
It has a bay window and close to this win- 
dow was a large oak table which he used 
for a writing desk. 

Montgomery sat within five feet of the 
window preparing his report. His little 
boys, Philip and Roy, had a dark lantern 
which they lighted and took outside to 
play. The window shades were raised and 
the curtains thrown back. With the lamp 
beyond him his form was easy to dis- 
tinguish from across the street. The boys 
turned the lantern to throwing the light 
on their father to surprise or frighten him 
one he was enjoying the fun as muych as 
they. 


His Wife Saw 
Him Fall Dead. 


Just before 8 o'clock Mrs. Montgomery 
told the children to come into the house. 
@ie was in the kitchen with them when 
she heard the report of a shotgun. She 
Tran into the sitting room just in time to 
gee her husband rise and hear him say: 
*T’m shot.’’ He fell on the floor and she 
bent over him only a second, for the chil- 
dren shouted that the house was afire. One 
shot had broken the lamp and the table 
cover and papers were burning. 

The little woman hurriedly extinguished 
the fire and when she could reach her hus- 
band again he was dead. She says he did 
not speak or groan or move after he fell. 
Cries for help brought the neighbors and 
soon an excited crowd had gathered, but 
the murderer had escaped. He had fired 
from within 20 feet of his victim. 

Tracks in the mud show that after the 
ehot was fired the assassin ran south under 
the shade of some box elder trees for 
about a block. Whether he continued from 
there on foot cannot be said with certainty. 
Some of the officers believe an accomplice 
might have been waiting near in a buggy 
and picked him up instantly. There are 
plenty of buggy tracks, but so many had 

one over the street before daylight that 

t was useless to try to follow one of them. 

Who ever killed Montgomery undoubtedly 
went south toward Oklahoma or into the 
Indian country southeast. Two hours af- 
ter the murder the night operator at Hack- 
ney, about eight miles south, called Win- 
field wnd reported to the night operator 
that a man wearing a black mask stepped 
up to the ticket window and asked for a 
match. The operator, Edward H. Donnelly, 
a boy of 19, was frightened by the fact that 
the man was masked and quickly furnished 
the matches. 


Stranger Stopped 
Operator’s Warning. 

“Is it true,” the stranger asked, ‘‘that 
Montgomery has been killed up at Win- 
field? Is he dead?’ 

Nevins, the station agent at Winfield, 
told the boy to get a constable and have 


the man held, but when the boy started to 
obey the stranger, who was still on the 
depot platform, shoved a revolver in his 
face and ordered him not to leave the depot 
till morning if he wanted to live. The boy 
has given a fair description of the man ex- 
cept, of course, that he could not describe 
the face. 

There are two theories as to what this 
™man was doing at Hackney. He could have 

mn the murderer of Montgomery. A 
freight train left Winfield soon after the 
murder and passed through Hackney a few 
minutes before this stranger made his ap- 

rance. If he walked out of town at 
infield he might have caught the freight 
train a mile south of town, where it had 
to climb a hill. In that case it may have 
been a murderer's anxiety to know if his 
eh had been successful that caused him 
stop. 

On the other hand there may have been 
three men in the conspiracy. One to kill 
Montgomery, another to hold the team and 
the third, this man, to see that no warn- 
om was sent out by telegraph in time to 
ge nstables and a posse to intercept the 
murderers at Hackney.
